Canal traffic up 

T he St Lawrence Seaway Management Corp. recently 
said there's more cargo moving through the St Lawrence 
Seaway and Welland Canal and that’s good news for everyone. 

Shipments, to the end of October, reached 27.1 million tonnes, 
an 17.5% over the same period in 2009. 

What's significant about those shipments is the cargo they 
represent Cargo like inbound steel for U.S. and Canadian 
companies, iron ore, coal and slab steel. The steel shipments are 
coming in via foreign ships, or salties as they are also known, and 
leaving the same way. A steel industry that has started to pick 
up is not only good news for all of those in that industry, it’s also 
good for the Seaway and all associated businesses. 

Local companies who supply the shipping industry, like 
George Badawey Marine Food Supply and West Pier Marine 
and Industrial Supply Inc., have seen their business increase as 
more ships move the seaway system. Badawey's, which mainly 
supplies food, has seen new shipping customers come on board 
and West Pier, which supplies different marine services, has seen 
a turn around from last year. While still not at levels they were a 
fewyears ago when the marine industry was stronger, the turn 
around is good news for both companies. 

It's also good news for any company that does business with 

And with the shipping season lasting at least another month 
before the seaway system shuts down for the year, it means more 
business coming everyones way. 

1 here’s also been an increase in foreign ships moving through 
the system. Those ships are bringing in steel and taking it out 
and are also here for grain and soybeans. They're also bringing 
back wind turbine parts, which was a sector in the industry that 
slowed down last year. 

An increase in the shipping industry is just one sign that our 
economy may be slowly turning around. Let’s hope the trend 
continues and more ships move through the system before the

Gateway Residential received $2.1 million through the 
Canada-Ontario Affordable Housing Program to pay for the 
complete renovation of the defunct bowling alley at 569 King St 
Gateway executive director John Osczypko said the old 
bowling alley is "in pretty rough shape," but there are plans to 
renovate the existing structure and add a second floor. He said 
renovating is a little less expensive than tearing it down and 
creating a new building. It will also provide construction workers 
with some shelter as they work through the winter.
